keep them too vividly before our minds. 
The true welfare of the nation is in- 
dissolubly bound with the welfare of 
the farmer and the wage worker: of 
the man who tills the soll, and of the 
mechanic, the handicraftsman, the la- 
borer. If we can insure the prosperity 
of these two classes, we need not 
trouble ourselwes about the prosperity 
of the rest, for that will follow as a 
matter of course. 

SAFEGUARDS OF PROSPERITY. 

“On the other hand, it is equally true 
that the prosperity of any of us can 
best be attained by measures that will 
promote the prosperity of all. The 
poorest motto upon which an Ameri- 
can can act is the motto of ‘Some men 
down,’ and the safest to follow is that 
of ‘All men Wp.’ A good dea) can and 
ought to be done by law. For instance, 
the State, and, if necessary, the nation, 
should by law assume ample power of 
supervising and regulating the acts of 
any corporation (which can be but its 
creature,) and generally of those im- 
mense business enterprises which exist 
only because of the safety and protec- 
tion to property guaranteed by our sys- 
tem of government. Yet it is equally 
true that, while this power should exist, 
it should be used sparingly and with 
self-restraint. Modern industrial com- 
petition is very keen between nation 
and naticn, and now that our country [s 
striding forward with the pace of a 
giant to take the leading position in the 
international industrial world, we 
should beware how we fetter our limbs, 
how we cramp our titan strength. 
While striving to prevent industrial in- 
justice at home, we must not bring 
upon ourselves industrial weakness 
abroad. . 

“This is a task for which we need the 
finest abilities of the statesman, the 
student, the patriot and the far-seeing 
lover. of mankind. It fs a task in 
which we shall fall with absolute cer- 
tainty if we approach it after having 
surrendered ourselves to the guidance 
of the demago«ue or the doctrinaire, of 
the well-meaning man who thinks 
feebly. or of the cunning self-seeker 
who endeavors to rise by committing 
that worst of crimes against our peo- 
ple—the crime of iInflaming brother 
againet brother. one American against 
his fellow-Americans. My  fellow- 
countrymen, bad laws are evil things; 
good laws are necessary, and a clean, 
fearless, common-sense administration 
of the laws is even more necessary, but 
what we need most of all is to look to 
our own selves to see that our con- 
sciences as individuals, that our collec- 
tive national conscience, may be in- 
stant to respond to every appeal for 
high lofty and generous en- 
deavor. ere must and shall be no 
falling off in the national traits of 
hardihood and manliness; and we must 
keep e bright the love of justice, the 
spirit ‘of strong brotherly friendship 
for one’s fellows, which we hope and 
believe will hereafter stand as typical 
of the men who make up this, the 
mightiest republic upon which the sun 
has ever shone.”

THE ESTABLISHMENTS. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 20.—Sixty- 
five hundred union machinists and 
other iron-trade workmen affiliated 
with them quit work in this city today. 
It is expected that about one thousand 
more men will join the strike as soon 
as they ordered to do so by their 
respective national directors, 
the latter are the iron molders and the 
coremakers. The other crafts affected 
include almost every branch of the 
iron shipbuilding and  boiler-making 
trades. 

Of the 4000 men employed at the 
Union Iron Works, 3700 went out. At 
the Risdon Iron Works, 650 men 
started work this morning, and only 
fifty of them remain there. On the 
pay roll of the Fulton Iron Works there 
are 600 names and 500 of them volun- 
tarily quit labor today. From these 
three establishments alone, 4900 men 
have walked out. ' 

In the local iron industry there are 
ninety-nine shops, and of this 
number there are only ten that 
employ more than 100 men. 
Fight of the ‘’smaller concerns 
acceded tothe demands of their men 
prior to this morning. Ali the others 
refused to sign the agreement submit- 
ted by their union employés. 

After a meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Union Iron Works this 
afternoon, Irving M. Scott, vice-pres- 
ident and general manager, made the 
following statement: 

“John Fitzpatrick, chairman of the 
Strike Committee, held a conference 
with us this morning. We offered him 
as a settlement the nine hours a day 
asked for and the same rate of pay 
per hour as the men are now getting, 
the balance of the demands made by 
the employés to be suspended until we 
see what action is taken in the East 
by the Cramps and the Newport News 
Shipbuildthg yards. This, we thought. 
fair, as all our work is done in com- 
petition with the eastern plants. We 
cannot afford to increase our expenses 
12% per cent., and hope to get any 
work from the East. But we are per- 
fectly willing to abide by whatever 
settlement is made by the great plants 
of the East. If our proposal is ac- 
cepted, the men need not lose one 
hour's work. 

“Mr. Fitzpatrick replied that he was 
acting under instructions, and that 
the only conditi@fis he was authorized 
to accept were the nine hours a day 
and ten hours’ pay at the union sched- 
ule, and an arrangement for extra 
work and overtime as demanded by 
the union. Unless these démands were 
immediately met, he was authorized to 
call the men out. He stated that the 
time for doing this was 9:15, but he 
waited fifteen minutes longer in the 
hope of some settlement. that would 
render the strike unnecessary. 

“We could not see our way clear to 
granting the demands in full, and so 
the men went ouf. Very nearly all 
our men went out, to the number of 
3500. There is the best of feeling on 
both sides, and I hope and look for 
an amicable settlement.” —

PRESIDENT O'CONNELL RECEIVES 
TELEGRAPHIC ADVICES. 


Allied Trades and Railroads Not In- 
volved Save in Few. Instances—Fig- 
ures on the Number of Workmen Out 
at Important Points. 


{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Approx- 
imately fifty thousand machinists 
throughout the country struck today 
for a nine-hour day, a scale of wages 
equal to the .present ten-hour-day 
scale, and other demands. This is a 
rough estimate of President O'Connell 
of the National Association of Machin- 
ists, based on telegraphic advices that 
have reached him today from the ma- 
chinists’ headquarters in the various 
cities. The strike thus dar has not ex- 
tended to the allied trades, save in one 
or two instances, as at Scranton, Pa., 
where men in a part of the allied 
trades are out. — 

No machinists engaged in govern- 
ment work are affected. This is due to 
the fact that on such work an eight- 
hour-day scale already prevails. Rail- 
road machinists, as a rule, are not in- 
volved in the strike, though the men 
on several roads are out. The Central 


bans, Vt.. numbering probably two 
hundred, have struck. The Lehigh Val- 
ley Railroad machinists at Buffalo, 
Sayre, Wilkesbarre and Elmira are 
out, aggregating about five hundred all 
told. The Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western men at Buffalo, 


Wilkesbarre and intermediate points 
are out. The Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
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Fé men are also out. The strike order, 
however, does not apply to the rail- 
roads generally. It is explained -at 
headquarters that there is no compe- 
tition between the railroads and pri- 
vate work, ,and that work among pri- 
vate establishments is to be adjusted 
first. 

The eituation this afternoon was 
summarized by President O’Connell in 
the following statement to the Asso- 
ciated Press: 

“We are demanding a nine-hour day 
universally throughout the trade, with 
an increase of wages sufficient to over- 
come the loss of the hour in time; reg- 
ulation of the apprenticeship system 
and the number that shall be em- 
ployed, in accordance with the num- 
machinists em- 
ployed; agreements as to arbitration 
of all disputes that may arise in the 
future; the right of the machinists to 
‘be represented by a committee, and 
agreements that there shall be abso- 
lutely no discrimination against ma- 
chinists because of their membership 
in the union. 

“From the present indications and 
the statements issued from headquar- 
ters at the various points, the’ orders 
are being generally obeyed, and in 
larger numbers than was anticipated. 
In certain cases, where only a few 
hundred were expected to be involved, 
the indications are that the number 
will be increased 50 cent. The 
number of firms signing indicates that 
in the localities where the agreements 
are being made, the strike wiil not 
lant over a few days. In other locali- 
ties, where a large number of men 
are being involved, I look forward to 
an adjustment being’ reached within 
the present week.”

JUDICIAL COMMISSION. 

The report of the Committee on Ju- 
dicial Commissions recommends the 
creation of. judicial commissions of 
presbyteries and synods and a perma- 
nent judicial commission from the 
membership of the general assemblies 
to sit as a court of final appeal. This 
committee suggests the following 
changes in the book of discipline: 

“Any presbytery or synod may at any 
time elect a judicial commission of not 
less than five ministers and ruling el- 
ders for a presbytery and not less than 
nine ministers and ruling elders for a 
synod, and may transmit to each coum- 
mission any partial judicial case fer 
hearing and determination. 

“The court of last resort for hear- 
ing and determination of judicial cases 
shali be styled ‘The Permanent Judi- 
clal Commission of the General As- 
sembly,’ and shall be composed of eight 
ministers and seven ruling elders, who 
shall be elected by the general as- 
sembly. At the first election fifteen 

shall be elected, five to serve 
or One year, five for two years and five 
for three years, and thereafter five 
persons shall be elected accordingly to 
serve for three years. 

“The sald commission shall have the 
power to compel the attendance of par- 
ties and witnesses, and shall also have 
all the powers prescribed by and con- 
duct all its proceedings according to 
judicial case before the general as- 
sembly. 

“All appeals and references in judi- 
cia icases taken to the general assem- 
bly shall be submitted to said per- 
mapent judicial commission, which 
shall then hear and give final judg- 
ment.” 

REPORT ON TEMPERANCE. 

The annual report of the Permanent 
Committee on Temperance was pre- 
sented, but not discussed. The repert 
calls attention to the abolition of the 
army canteen, and suggests that the 
establish some substitute 
or it.

Regarding the liquor traffic, the com- 
mittee reports that with the exception 
that the Taft commission has reducei 
the number of saloons, no other steps 
have been taken “toward r.ghting ths 
grievous wrong.”

NOGALES (Mex.) May 15, 1901.—

INING PROSPECTOR FOR 
THIRTY-SIX YEARS. 
INTERESTING VETERAN NOW SO- 
-JOURNING IN LOS ANGELES. 


Used to Prospect for Senator Clark in 
the Early Day¢—Has Made Good 


_ Strikes But is Still Hunting for 


Ore. 


John Manning of Kernville, this 
State, who has followed prospect.ng 
and gold digging for thirty-six years, 
with variei success, is making a brief 
sojourn in this city, a guest at the 
Natick House. ‘He began his mining 
career in 1865 by working at $6 a day 
in the placer mines in Alder Gulch. The 
following winter he followed the fruit- 
less stampede for gold up Sun River. 
He was caught in a furious mountain 
snowstorm while returning, and five 
men in his party were frozen to death. 
He and a partner then took a claim in 
German Gulch, near Silver Bow, which 
panned out very well for two months, 
but it was shallow diggings, and soon 
worked out. For a year, he says, they 
lived entirely on beef, flour being so 
scarce that one time he paid $1380 for 
ten pounds of it. | 

In the winter of 1866-7 he and several 
other miners built log cabins right on 
the Anaconda mine, west of Butte City. 
He remarked: course, we didn’t 
know anything about the mine then.” 
The following summer, while he and 
four others were prospecting on the 
Yellowstone River the Indians captured 
all of the_r grub and horses, and ne and 
his partners managed t» elude the sav- 
ages by hiding in the wiilows. e 
narrowest escape that he had from the 
redskins occurred while he and six 
others in the moun- 
tains north of South Pass City, in 1868. 
They’ swam their horses across Gray 
Bowl River, and coming to a spot clear 
of brush on the other side, they dis- 
mounted and were preparing their din- 
ner, when they avere fired upon at close 
range by Indians in ambush, and one cf 


their party was killed. Tne rest made 


for their horses, and while trying to 
escape four more were shot. Mr. Man- 
ning managed to safely swim his horse 
across the river, but while still pur- 
sued his horse was killed. He craw-eci 
through the brush up the mountain 
sice, where the Indians couldn't pursue 
him on horseback. He wandered in the 
mountains four days without 2 bite to 


reat before he made his way back to 
South Pass City. 


Of the seven he and 
Jeff Stanford, the leader of the party, 
were the onty ongs who made their 
escape. 

In 1869 he went to Hamilton, Mont., 
and there worked in a placer mite for 
Henry P. Comstock, one of the discov- 
erers of the famous Comstock lode in 
Nevada. He was then a poor man, ad- 
vanced in years, and Manning says he 
was as gocd natured a man as he ever 
met, money as. fast as he 
made it. The exact amount realized 
from the sale of his mine fa not gen- 
erally known, but he told Manning thar 
he received $30,000 for his interest in it, 
and that a woman, with whom he lived 
for & time as his wife, beat him out of 
it. Shortly afterward he committea 
suicide in the Gallatin Valley, Mont. 

For two years Manning worked for 
Un'ted States Senator Clark, who then 
conducted a savings bank at Deer 


Lodge. prospecting for him in as yet 
undevelo mines, one of them being 
the Gambetta mine. He came to Ca‘i- 


forn'a in 1875, and for four ycars was 
emp.oyed as amaigamator in the Big 
Blue mi!l in Kern county, owned by 
Senater Jones. For some years he was 
foreman ! e McGinnises mine at Min- 
cral King. In 1893 he and two others 
took up an old mine in Washington 4's- 
trict, now called the Emory mine. After 
working it a year they struck gold 
rock, apd in a short time took out $16,- 
000. The vein getting too deep for them, 
they sold out to a resident of this city. 
Mr. Manning, though retty well 
along in years, is still following the 
life of a miner, and is now on his 
way to join a party formed for pros 
pecting In. Nevada. He arrived in th> 
city in time to turn out with the G.A. 
R.. of which he is a member, in wel- 
coming the President.

Put it is a iong 
time between the present and the date 
‘of the Democratic National Conven- 
tion of 1904, and in the meantime some 
other strong candidate may come to 
the front and take the lend in the race 
for the nomination.

relations. 

‘The Cubans would never have freed 
themselves from the despotic rule of 
Spain if it had not been for the inter- 
vention of the United States. They 
stand now at the threshold of a new 
era of mational sovereignty and inde- 
pendence. They are about to realize 
their long-cherished dream of a gov- 
ernment of their own, to be conducted 
in their own way. They owe the at- 
tainment of this ‘position almost 
wholly to the United States. Under 
these circumstances it seems in very 
bad taste to split hairs with their de- 
liverers over non-essentials. There is 
such a thing as looking a gift horse 
in the mouth a little too searchingly. 

Our government must hold these 
positions—at leact for the present—in 
order to make the Cubans themselves 
secure ‘in their newly-acquired liber- 
ties. They coulg not defend these 
strongly-fortified posts and naval sta- 
tions—at Havana, Matanzas, Cienfue- 
gas and Santiago—if we were to with- 
draw from them altcegether. And we 
desire to hold them as much for the 
benefit of the Cubans as for our own 
benefit. |

A NEW DECLARATION OF INDE- 
PENDENCE. 

It is not surprising that the ex- 
traordinary development of the manu- 
facturing industry in the United 
States, and the wondorful increase in 
exports of our manufactured goods to 
Europe during the: part few years 


should excite the @stOnishment and 


alarm of Europestis. These sentiments 
are voiced by leading journals in all 


‘the principal countries of Europe, es- 


pecially in England and Germany. 
For instance, under the head “The 
American Danger,” a Hamburg paper 
recently published a long editorial 
based upon the annual report of the 
Secrétary of the United States Tfeas- 
ury, of which article the following 
paragraph is an extract: 
“We sec, for example, from the ta- 
ble of exports and imports that the 
United States exported, during the last 
(fiscal) year goods ued at $1,394,- 
483,682, of which more than $1,370,000,- 
000 was of domestic origin. In these 
gigantic figures—one must compare 
them with the export statistics of Eu- 
ropean countries to realize their full 
significance—the item of manufac- 
tured goods amounted to 31.54 ‘per 
cent.; that {s, nearly @ full third of 


‘the whole export. To apprectate this 


fact, it must be remembered that in 
the year 1898 only 28 per cent., in 1895 
only 23 per cent., and in the year 1890 
only 17 per cent. of the total exports 
were the products of. manufacturing 
industries. These figures mean more 
than they alone say. They speak & 


‘threatening language; they say clearly 


and foreibly that the United States, 
which ten years ago exported more 
than 80 per cent. of agricultural prod- 
ucts and less than a fifth of manufac- 
tured goods, today draws nearly a 
third—more than 14 per cent. more— 
of its entire export from the products 


_of ite factories. In other Words. the 


Union fs marching with gigantic 
strides toward conversion from an ag- 
ricultural to an industrial nation.” 
The fears expressed by these Eu- 
ropean journals that the United States 
will, within a few years, take a com- 


manding position as a producer of | | 


manufactured goods for the entire 
world are, undoubtedly, well founded. 


“About the on'y threatening obstacle 


in the rath of the United States as a 
great manufacturing nation for the 
world, is the possibility that Amer- 
icans themselves may obstruct prog- 
ress and discourage the investment of 
money in manufacturing enterpréses 
by unreasonable demands ppon those 
who furnish capital to carry on these 
great worke, and Who assume the risk 


of profit or loss. It is undoubtedly to |. 


the unreasonable and tyrannical atti- 
tude of the labor unions in Great 
Britain that is largely attributable the 
decline, or the lack of progress, that is 
noted in the manufacturing . industry 
of that country, 20 that today many 
thousands of British workingmen find 
themselves deprived of employment, 
with no immediate outlook for an im- 


| provement in their condition. | 


At present this country finds itself 
in a condition of prosperity such as 
we have never before known since the 
United States became a nation. All 
over the land those who are willing 
and able to work find steady employ- 


ment at good wages. One might sUp- | 


ppse that this condition of affairs 
would be satisfactory to the sons of 
toil. Maybe it is, but it does not suit the 
professional labor advocates, who toil 
only with their tireless jaws. Unless 
some kind of a disturbance could be 


worked up from time to time, their oc- 
eupation would be gone, and they 
would be forced either to starve or to 
embrace the painful alternative of go- 
ing to work in earnest, like the men 


| Whose interests they persistently mis- 


represent. Such being the case, it is 
not surprising to find that a big strike 
has been inaugurated among the me- 
chinists of the country, which may very 
likely spread to other branches of 
labor. In San Francisco, that uafortu- 
nate headquarters of strikes and dem- 
agogues, it is expected that this labor 
insurrection will assume a_ special 
venomous phase. Irving M. ~ Scott, 
who built the Oregon, and is one of the 
leading employers of labor in that city, 
has a mind of his own, and refuses to 
entertain the idea of submitting to 
unreasouable dictation as to the man- 
ner in which he shall conduct his great 
enterprise. Then, again, as_ recently 
mentioned in The Times, there has 
been formed in San Francisco a strong 
organization of employers. A special 
dispatch from San Francisco to The 
Times says: | 

“The recognition of unicnism and 
the unionizing of shops and factories 
is what the employers will combat to 
the extent of their ability and means. 
The mere question of hours of labor 
and rate of pay is not considered as 
nearly 60 important, and it is really 
this recognition of unions which the 
labor leaders so much desire. With 
such recognition the walking delegates 
would become a power, and would be 
in position to dictate terms at any 
time. Without it, their occupation 
would be gone.” 

Thia association recently issued a 
declaration. cf independence. In view 
of the national importance of this 
pending struggle, it is well fhat this 
new declaration of independente on 
part of the employers of labor against 
the unreasonable demands of self- 
styled labor leaders, who in theif way 
are more arrogant and _ dictatorial 
than George the Third ever dreamed 
of being, should receive wide public- 
ity. While it is true that King 
George—or his ministers—imposed a 
duty on tea, he never went so far as 
to attempt to dictate how the tea 
should be brewed, or whether it should 


be taken with or without sugar and 
milk. Following is the declaration re-— 


ferred to: 

“This agsociation is formed to pro- 
mote the mercantile and manufactur- 
ing interests of the Pacific Coast. Its 


policy is not dictated by a spirit of 


aggression, but it shall be the earnest 
endeavor of its members to prevent 
‘friction and to pedcefully settle all 
disputes that may arise between em- 


ployer and emplcyé. | 


“We believe that the frequent strikes 
and boycotts which, in the absence of 
any effective restraining power, have 
in this community and may 

prevail therein, are danger- 
ous to its industries, and tuis associa- 


toa, of employers check, 


and we, as employers, will not tres- 
pass on that right by refusing employ- 
ment to any one, solely because he 
does, or does not, belong to any labor 
organization, and we also denounce 
any coercion on the part of any em- 
ployer whereby. employés aré# com- 
pelled against their free will and voli- 
tion to join labor organisations for the 
purpose of obtaining or helding em- 
ployment from sald employer, such ac- 
tion being inimical] to the Iberties of 
the individual, and in -consequence 
productive only of harm to the com- 
munity. 
“We have no wish to interiere with 
this indisputable right of labor to or- 
ganize, but we believe that the organ- 
ization and the federation of labor 
should be followed by the organization 
and the federation of employers of 
labor, to the end that neither party 
may be tempted to overstep the bounds 
of right, reason and justice, nor to 
subvert those principles of the free- 
dom of the individual upon which the 
government and civilization of 
country are founded.” | 
Surely these are manly and reason- 
able statements, which should appeal 


to all fair-minded Americans who are’ 


not blinded by the narrow spite which 
interested demagogues are constantly 
trying to stir up between emplayers 
and employed. 

If American laboring men are wise 
they will be chreful not to permit 
themselves to be led into committing 
the folly of killing the goose that is 
now laying for them so many golden

[New York Commercial Advertiser:]

_ TAXES AND VALUES. 

With the $30,000 deficit tn the cash 
fund staring the city in the face the 
Finance Committee is using every 
means to cut down expenses and bring 
up the revenues.: Many schemes have 
been broached and many that have 
never been talked of are imputed to 
the committee by those on the out- 
side. 

One of the questions that has started 
no end of controversy is the threat- 
ened horizontal raising of values by 
the Board of Equalization. This is an 
extreme measure and while there is 
a good deal of talk about it the Coun- 
cil will not take such action except 
as a last resort. 

There are other ways in which the 
deficit in the treasury could be speed- 
ily wiped out. If some of the men who 
talk so loudly about the injustice of 
taxation would submit to the City As- 
sesssor .a candid report of 
property and money in the nk it 
would be soon dissipated. 

Of the $20,000,000 in the banks of this 
city tn cash on the 4th day of March 
@ year ago only $258,725 was reported 
by individuals. Three men sent in 
reports covering $75,000 of this sum.

Beside His Soldier Father Lies the 
Soldier Son in. the Cemetery at the 
Soldiers’ Home—Comrades Present His 
Mother With Memorial Certificate. 


In memory of the loyal services of 
the late Charles A. Baker, a private 
in Company A, Thirty-fifth Regiment, 
U.S. V.L, his comrades in arms had a 
beautiful certificate engraved which 
was presented to his mother, Mrs. M. 
A. Baker, of No. 3901 Central avenue 
last Friday by Capt. Schreiber. It is 
a high encomium of the Los Angels 
lad whose patriotism led him twice to 
enlist in the service of his country. 

The certificate is headed ‘“‘The Sol- 
dier’s Record’ and sets forth that he 
enlisted in August 1899, for two years 
and that he served one year, one 
month and seventeen days. It states 
that Private Baker was captured by 
msurgents near San Miguel del May- 
umo, District of Bulacan, P.I., on Sep- 
tember 29, 1900 and was killed by them 
the next day. His remains were not 
found until February of this year 
when they were brought to the United 
States. 

The certificate gives his character as 
“excelient’” and his service as “hon- 
est. and faithful.” It says: “He was 
always a good soldier and a faithful 
comrade, generous to a fault and his 
comrades sincerely mourn his death.” 

At the bottom of the certificate is the 
signature of W. G. hreiber, captain 
Thirty-fifth Infantry, U.8S.A., com- 
manding Company A. 
fo the mother this tribute to her son 
is priceless. The knowledge that he 
was a good boy and faithful will help 
to essuage her sorrow at his sudden 
and violent death. 

Last Thursday the last journey was 
ended. All that was morta! of Charles 

r was sent out from this city and 
interred in the cemetery at the Sol- 
dier’s Home with military honors. 

Charlies Baker was well known in 
Los Angeles, having lived here for fif- 
teen years. He first enlisted when the 
war with Spain broke out, and with 
Troop D, urth Cavalry, was sta- 
tioned for eight months at Boise Bar- 
racks, in Idaho. This body was not 
sent into action and after his dis- 
charge, Baker enlisted in Co. A, Thir- 
ty-fifth Infantry. and was sent to Ma-

Way Out of Prison—Forged Note 
{Tit-Bits:] The history of forgery

‘Twenty years ago a convictéd mur- 
derer was lying in Newgate prison un- 


der sentence of death, when a reprieve 
was ha.ded to the Governor. Some in- 


formality aroused his suspicions, and 


the matter was placed in the hands of 


detectives, who discqvered that the re- 
prieve had been forged by a man who 
had a “conscientious objection” to the 
death penalty, and who had taken this 
daring means of preventing it in this 
particular case. 

A few weeks ago a Greek presented 
himself at the Godleian Library, Ox- 
ford, with a roll of ancient manuscript 
which he wished the authorities to 
purchase. The most recent of them 
dated from the thirteenth century, and, 
one by one, the musty, time-stained 
parchments were submitted to the late 
Mr. Coxe, the librarian, who examined 
them without comment. The

the most ancient New Tes t 
manuscripts, was proudly placed on 
the table. “Now, how old go you thi 
that is?’ the Greek asked, in undi 


guised triumph. “About the middle of 


this century,” Mr. Coxe quietly an- 
swered, as he examined it carefully; 


and almost before the words were out 


of his mouth the Greek had snatched 
up his forgeries and was out of the 
room. 

It is doubtful whether any forger, 
ancient or modern, was more skillful 


than B——, who for many years baf- 


fied the combined ingenuity of the 
bankers London. Mr. B—’s forte 


was the forging and manipulation of 


letters of credit on foreign banks. 


About eight years ago he deposited a 


sum of £300 with a London bank, re- 
ceiving a letter of credit for this 
amount on the bank's continental 
agent. Within a few days he drew 
this amount from a Swiss bank, the 
letter being duly canceled and the 
amount drawn indorsed upon it. Td 
any one but B—— the note would have 
been absolutely useless; but he did not 
take this view at all. By means of 
chemicals he removed the cancellation 
marks and indorsement, and presented 
the note again in Belgium; again he 


used his chemicals and drew another 
£300 in Paris, repeating the process 
until on that single note for £300 he 


had drawn ten times the amount. 

To make such tricks impossible the 
amounts were in future given on the 
notes in water mark, to which our 
forger proceeded to add a cipher, also 
in water mark, thus enabling him 
again to draw £3000 on a £300 note. 


To the water wark was then added the 
amount in perforated figures; but B—— 


simply cut out both water mark and 
perforation from the note, cunningly 
inserted a new piece of paper (in pulp,) 


and on it forged figures for ten times 


the amount or more. 


So skillfully were the substitutions 


of fresh paper and the forgeries of the 
figures effected that even with a mi- 
croscope it was impossible to see that 
the note had been tampered with, and 
on one occasion B—— actually forged 
an entire note so perfectly that even 
the bank officials who were supposed 
to have issued it could not detect the 
fraud, 

The captures of famous forgers have 
often been highly dramatic. Fauntle- 
roy, the banker, who robbed the Bank 
of England of over £300,000 pounds by 
means of forged powers of attorney, 
was lounging in an easy chair, talking 


\to a client, in his luxurtous private 


room in his bank In. Berners street, 
when the door was suddenly opened 
and the intruder, walking up to the 
lounging, aristocratic figure, said, 


“Henry Fauntleroy, I arrest you on a 


charge of forgery.”.

WBlectrical applications are a 
popular remedy in many ailments, and 
thousands of patients recover with the 
craving for electric currents so deep- 
seated that it is as necessary to com- 
fort as the administering of opiates 
once the liking for drugs has been 
formed. 

“In those cases electricity is no 
longer a curative application: it is a 
stimulant. Dealers in clectrical appli- 
ances say thht the demand for small 
one and two-cell batteries, those cost- 
ing from $2.50 to $10, has quadrupled 
in the last two years. A large ma- 
jority of the electricity fiends can ma- 
nipulate their own batteries and give 
themseives a dose of the lightning 
fluid whenever they feel that they 
need it. There are others, however, 
who can never oveccome a certain in- 
nate distrust of a battery and, prefer 
an experienced pers to administer 
their shecks and thrills. |

The General Committee, which was 
chosen from the commercial, political 
and semi-military bodies of our city, 
and the city and county overnments, 
selected an.

These pods are about a foot in length 
and bedded in a masg of cellular tis- 
sue. The color, when young, is green, 
changing later to a yellowish brown. 
The rind is thick and tough. The pods 
are filied with ciosely-packed beans or 
seeds, embedded in a mass of cellular 
tissue. The seeds are about as large 
as ordinary almonds, and of a disagree- 
able, bitter taste. When dried they be- 
come brown. When ripened the pods 
are cut from the trees, the seeds ex- 
tracted and cured in the sun, and 
placed in a sweat box to ferment for 
some time. The fermentation is some- 
times effécted by burying the seeds in 
clay. This fermentation requires great 
attention and experience, as on it toa 
greatextent depends the fiavor of the 
secds. Thereafter the geeds are exposed 
aguin to the sun for drying, and those 
of a fine quality assume a warm, rei 
dish tint. The seeds are brought into’ 
the market in their crude state. In 
the factory they receive the mechanical 
treatment requisite to develop their 
high and attractive natural flavor ani 
fragrance.

One of the most interesting features 
of the Congo Free State is its people, 
who are divided into many tribes, all 
differing essentially from one another. 
Apart from some well-known indi- 
viduals, such as Muene Putu and 
Muata Yamvo, in the south: Munza 
and the sultans of Semio and Djabbir 
in the north, the latter reigning over a 
large area, the population of the Val- 
ley of the Congo lives in indgpendent 
tribes, each under its rule of a chief, 
whose power is over a number of sub- 
jects not greater than the population 
of a medium-sized European village. 
Most of the native villages contain no 
more than fifty habitations, which in- 
clude a population of from 200 to 250. 


" The defense of such an enormous 


territory as that of the Congo Valley 
was at first an almost hopeless prob- 
lem, and yet from 110 men in 1889 the 
armed force rose to 12,000 in 1900. This 
“force publique” is the guardian of the 
peace, the guaranty of the State's gse- 
curity, and may be ranked among the 
west of colonial armies.
